In a former article reference 
was made, incidentally,’ to treaty 
stipulations and promises made 
thereunder to the Indians. 


In the preamble of the Qu’- 
Appelle treaty it is definitely laid 
down ‘“‘that it is the desire of Her 
Most Gracious Majesty the Queen 
that the Indian people may know 
‘and be assured of what allowance 
they are to count upon and re- 
ceive from Her Majesty's bounty 
and benevolence.” : 


“These ‘“‘allowances’’ are then 
enumerated ‘“‘annually forever to 
be paid in cash, to each Chief 
twenty-five dollars, to each Head- 
man fifteen dollars and to every 
other man, woman and_ child 

' five dollars.” 


Then follows a list of articles 
to be given “‘once for all’’ horses, 
spades, axes, seed wheat, oats, 
barley, potatoes, plows, harrows, 
oxen, bulls, cows, chests of tools 
and grindstones. ~ ;

The next: paragraph is one 
concerning which the Indians in 
subsequent conferences between 
themselves and the government 
officials manifested some indiffer- 
ence, “Her Majesty agrees to 
maintain a school on the reserve 
allotted to each band so soon as

A Joker 


Looking back over the past 
forty years and surveying what 
has been done in the matter of 
schools for the Indian it is diffi- 
cult to resist the impression that 
this paucity of detail was inten- 
tional on the part of the commis- 
sioner, for the reason that it 

- would have been impossible at 
that time to convey to the mind 
of the red man any adequate con- 
ception of the government's gen- 
erous intentions concerning edu- 
cation. 

The clause itself contemplates, 
apparently, only a one-roomed 
school of modest pretensions, lo- 
cated so conveniently near to the 
homes of the people that the 
children in attendance would be 
in daily touch with home habits, 
customs and environments. 


That this was the construction 
placed upon the treaty by depart- 
ment officials in the earlier years 
was evident, the usual procedure 
being to erect a log building, in- 
differently furnished, where the 
children might meet a teacher for 
an hour or two each day, then 
walk back to their tepees with all 
their counteracting influences. 


This narrow view of the situa- 
tion was possibly the result of a 
reference to schools in the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor’s report in which 
he states that “the establishment 
of schools is a very important fea- 
ture and is deserving of being 
pressed with the utmost energy. 
The erection of a school house on 
a reserve will be attended with 
slight expense and the Indians 
would often give their labor to- 
wards its construction.” 


Lavish Expenditure 


What a contrast to the _pro- 
gram adopted later by the gov- 
ernment in the éxpenditure of mil- 
lions of dollars on boarding and 
industrial schools for the better- 
ment of the red man’s children. 
In this regard, at least, the Cana- 
dian people have given a gener- 
ous response to the appeal made 
by Governor Morris in his report, 
“That the provisions of ese 
treaties must be carried out with 
the utmost good faith and with 
the nicest exactness.”

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ARE PRICES oy . 
GOING TO BREAK? Rie <4 


It wonld seem front newspaper reports that a break in the 
prices down the line is imminent. The public are refus- 
ing to buy, while people with things to sel] are very anxious to 
dispose of them. These signs always indicate lowering prices 
No one ever buys, unless he is forced to, on a falling market; no 
ond ever sells, unless he has to on a rising one. , This is the 
real reason why bull market conditions carry prices higher 
than conditions warrant and why bear movements force them 
lower than they should really go, 

Manufacturers are finding that they have to cut prices or give 
more for the money if they want to sell their products, and 
wholesalers and retailers are beginning to offer goods at really 
substantial reductions—particularly goods made of cotton and 
leather. Long before spring the dow1-ward movement should 
be in full foree, and six months hence, unless the signs that have 
always ushered in a great price depression are wrong, the com- 
modity prices will be considerably lower than now and showing 
a tendency to get back to pre-war levels. 

What will be the effect on prices for farm products’ Nearly 
all of them will go lower; they can hardly remain high with 
prices for other commoditis generally at a lower level. There 
is nothing to indicate that the price of dairy and poultry pro- 
ducts, hogs and sheep are likely to be affected—at least not 
immediately—but grain ig certain to be influenced by any wide- ; 
spread downward movement. Unless something unex pected | 
happens, wheat, oats and barley are due for lower levels be 
tween now and next January. After that, what happens wil 
depend on several things, with the prospect that none of then 
will have much of a boosting effeet on prices. Keep this in 
mind whether you have to buy or sell.

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PROMINENT WESTERN CHARACTERS—SOME INTER- 
ESTING ANECDOTES OF PEOPLE 
WE ALL KNOW. 


EDWARD CARSS OF CARSSDALE 


The first settler who arrived on the fringe of the region that 
is now known as the Regina Plains, was the late Edward Carss, 
who came west to the Saskatchewan couptry in 1881 looking 
for a good location for a cattle ranch. He belonged to a well- 
known family of Orillia, Ontario, and had been for a while near 


Oak Lake, in Manitoba. 


The railway had just commenced to push its way across 


the plains to the westward, but the country was as yet practically 
unknown. 


Mr. Carss, accompanied by his brother Alfred, who subse- 
quently practised law at Rapid City, and was for a number of 
years police. magistrate at Prince Rupert, was greatly attracted 
by the Qu’Appelle Valley. He and his brother followed its 
wniding course from near Fort Ellice until they arrived at the 
beautiful spot about two miles west of the present site of Lums- 
den, where the valley of the Wascana'widens out at its junction 
with the Qu’Appelle. There was splendid store of hay, and 
grass, and water, and the ravines provided ample wood for fuel, 
fencing and shelter. Immediately to the west there was a great 
meadow of natural hay. 


The previous season had been a wet one, and, as Mr. Carss 
told the writer, it seemed to him as if enough fodder could be 
found on these flats to winter all the cattle that might be in the 
country for years to come. 


He fixed his location on a high piece of ground just inside 
the lip of the Wascana valley. The place had apparently been 
a great rendezvous for buffalo; their trails were everywhere and 
the grass had not yet grown in them, although the animals them- 
selves had disappeared. 


During the course of the journey not a day passed, but 
a black tailed deer was to be seen hurrying to the shelter of a 
ravine, and herds of antelope, those graceful spirits of the soli- 
tudes, were running among the buttes. Mr. Carss and_ his 
brother, after taking up the location, returned to Manitoba;

the following spring Edward Carss, with his wife and family, 


trailed a herd of cattle to the Qu'Appelle Valley. 


The end of steel at that time was at Flat Creek near Bran- 
don, and whilst there looking for help to assist him on his long 
trail to the westward, Mr. Caras fell in with William Jamieson, 
a Scotchman from the Shetland Islands, who, with the wandering 
spirit of his people, was pushing out to the new coyntry. Mr. 
Jamieson joined his fortunes to Mr. Carss and accompanied him 
to the Qu’Appelle. He still survives and lives in the town of 
Lumsden where he is regarded as the father of the place. 


For many years Mr. Carss carried on a successful cattle 


’ ranch on his chosen location; his flocks and herds increased and

multiplied; and he prospered. The place was named Carssdale, 
and a post office was established there. 


There was then no railway running north from Regina and 
each week, summer and winter, Mr. Carss carried the mail to 
and from town. So faithfully did he perform this service that 
the settlers who gathered at the little ranch house eagerly wait- 
In winter 
Then the snow lay deep 
on the plains and there was no broken trail. Mr. Carss had a 
fine trotting mare of Hambletonian stock named Maud, and 
when the snow got deep he hitched her to an Indian jumper 
built of ash saplings cut from a nearby ravine, and thus made 
the trip to and from Regina. 


ing for the weekly mail were seldom disappointed. 
the trip was a hard and arduous one. 


Many a day in winter he came 
in with the mail, walking ahead of the mare to break the crust 
so that she might find the going easier, and often he was fol- 
lowed by a trail of coyotes who followed to lick up the blood

J. F. HEFFERNAN 


J. H. Heffernan, who, for a number of years has dispensed 
justice in the city of Regina as police magistrate, like many an- 
other worthy citizen of the west, was a graduate from the North 
West Mounted Police. About a quarter of a century ago he 
was one of the smartest of the troopers of that famaus body. 
He advanced to corporal and then to sergeant in charge of 
the town station at Regina. Whilst in the latter position he had 
to deal with many difficult questions and aequitted himself splen- 
didly. Shortly afterwards he was employed in detectiwe work 
and made quite a fame for himself as an unraveller of criminal 
mysteries. In this connection it is rafher a singular coincidence 
that in his youthful days in Englafd he had been a friend of 
Conan Doyle, the creator of Sherlock Holmes, probably the 
greatest detective of fiction. 


As long ago as 1899, Mr. Heffernan figured in a very 
clever piece of detective work. A young clerk named Christy, 
who was employed by the English financial firm of Sigmund, 
Neumann & Co., of London, got possession of about $50,000 
worth of bonds. Christy was a young man who had apparently 
fallen into the hands of a professional crook named Crick, who 
had induced him by threats and persuasion to carry out his plan. 
The bonds were kept at the bank and were brought over to 
Neumann & Company's office at stated intervals for the cou- 
pons to be cut. By some means, at one of these coupon clip- 
ping periods, Christy managed to obtain possession of the bonds. 
Knowing that their loss would not be discovered for two months, 
when another coupon clipping was due, he resigned his position 
on account of ill health and with Crick went to the wilds of 
British Columbia. Christy sustained a severe injury to his leg, 
and was forced to return to England for treatment. The loss 
of the bonds was discovered and search was made at once for 
Crick. Mr. Heffernan was on the case. He succeeded in locating 
the brother of Christy at Qu’Appelle and learned from him that 
both Crick and Christy had been there and Had departed for 
Mr. Heffer- 
nan accordingly went to the mountains and selected Donald as 
a jumping off place.

At this stage of his career Heffernan was instrumental in 
solving a number of mysteries which had hitherto baffled the 
authorities. His work was so good in this respect that he was 
advanced to commissioned rank and for a number of years he 
was a member of the staff of depot division in Regina. Some 
years ago he was appointed police magistrate of Regina and 
there is no better incumbent of the bench in all Western Canada. 
He has the inherent sense of justice, so characteristic of the Eng- 
lishman; a remarkable knowledge of law; and his police experi- 
ence with criminals has stood him in good stead; he also has 
a very wide humanity. He is a good citizen of Canada.

The terrible cost of everything | 


which .involves. labor. and. work- 
manship in these days is alarming. 
More alarming use it seems 
to portray so potently the atti- 
tude of the worker's mind. They 
all desire to get “something for 
nothing” it seems. They do not 
put good work into their produc- 
tions— ‘anything will do'’—and 
the consumers’ have to suffer 
every time. Why should we get 
garments with the buttons *half 
hanging off; the cheapest and 
most horrible sort of flimsy stuff 
for linings, unbound seams, and 
seams which come apart almost if 
they are looked at. How can 
anyone be satisfied with such 
| work? 

I remember when | was just a 
youngster, helping my father and 
another man with a piece of office 
work. It was totalling up some 
columns, I| believe, and then put- 
ting the totals down in black and 
white at the foot of the columns. 
The other man was a very clever 
accountant and quite elderly. | 
'think, perhaps, | was not quite as 
| careful as I might have been about 
the piece of work and made one 
‘or two mistakes in my columns, 
and' he looked at me very seri- 
ously after he had gone over it 
| carefully and he said, “You know, 
my dear, those sheets have to go 
through a good many hands; it 
may be asked who did them; and 
it thay be referred to you. | am 
sure you would like to think that 
no matter who saw them, when 
your name was mentioned, you 
need not be ashamed of your 
work. You see,’ he continued, 
‘each one of us should regard any 
piece of work put out of our 
hands as important because we 
did it, and should not be content 
until it was as perfect as it was 
possible, on that account; in short 
we should take a pride in’ our 
own producton, apart from _ re- 
muneration, or any reward which 
we expected to get. The fact that 
it is ours should be sufficient to 
give us ‘a horror of turning out 
anything slipshod or slovenly.” 
i I never forgot that little speech 
and I think it influenced to a cer- 
tain extent, my future life, and | 
often think of it when I see some 
article which has been thrown out 
of some workshop or factory half 
done, and | do wish that more 
workers would take a_ personal 
pride in the articles which they 
i have done.
